“We are not willing to make of 
the CIO another Czechoslovakia to 
be dismembered and destroyed by 
such powers ds seek peace at our 
expense,” he went on in serving 
notice that an understanding with 
the federation will be possible only 
when the existence of all of the 
present CIO unions is guaranteed—a 
condition that he feels the A. F. 
of L. is not yet ready to meet, judg- 
ing by the pronouncement of its 
Houston convention. 

Economic Appraisal. 


The Lewis report, however, was 
much more than a growl in the di- 
rection of William Green, or even 
an account of the membership, fi- 
nances and accomplishments of the 
CIO in the last three years. 
marily, it was an appraisal of the 
economic status of the United 
States, accompanied by a seven- 
point program for lasting prosper- 
ity. 

In a lengthy argument, salted 
with statistics of the Brookings In- 
stitution, Lewis traced America’s 
economic dislocations to a lack of 
purchasing power. Consuming 
power, he said, must be brought to 
the point where it can absorb our 
full production and therefore guar- 
antee employment for all. 


Even in 1929, he continued, pro- 


duction was 15 per cent below ca- 
pacity. Profits were out of propor- 
tion to wages, largely due to labor’s 
failure to organize. A rapid infla- 
tion of prices depressed real wages. 
Men were displaced by machines 
without compensating reductions in 
hours, decreases in prices or in- 
creases in wages. Speculation end- 
ed a vigorous housing boom in 1928. 
Consumer credit was over-extend- 
ed, and wealth was concentrated in 
the hands of a few. The depression 
of 1929, he said, was the inevitable 
result. 
Wages Pushed Down. 


In the absence of labor opposi- 
tion, wages were reduced, but this 
only made conditions worse. Then 
employment was curtailed, and in- 
dustry equipped its idle plants with 
new labor-saving devices against 
the day of their reopening. 

Recovery came, Lewis argued, 
with the advent of the Roosevelt 


administration and its recognition 


of governmental responsibility in 
an economic crisis. It continued 
from early in 1933 to the middle of 
1936 because the Government in- 
creased purchasing power by large 
expenditures and by recognizing the 
right of collective bargaining—a 
recognition that led to an immedi- 
ate rise in wages and a reduction 
in working hours. 

However, a disproportion in the 
rise of profits and wages again 
became apparent, he said, and then 
in the middle of 1936 the Govern- 
ment abruptly curtailed its expendi. 
tures and began to collect increased 
taxes instead. The recession had 
begun, but this time, he pointed 
out, organized labor was able to 
maintain wage scales. 
Beginning in March, 1938, there 
was a rapid pick-up in Federal ex- 
penditures,” Lewis went on. “By 
the first of July these expenditures 
had succeeded in creating a deter- 
mined upward movement in busi- 
ness activity.”

2. Only carefully planned gov- 
ernment contributions to the gen- 
eral consumer income can guar- 
antee at present a movement 
toward economic balance in 
which consuming power does not 
constantly slip behind produc- 
tion. 


3. Provisions must be made 
that the beneficial effects of 
wage rises, decreased hours and 
Federal expenditures are not 
wiped out by the replacement of 
men by machines. 

4. Since the excessive debt bur- 
dens of large corporations ars a 
factor contributing to high prices, 
this overhead must be reduced 
through the democratic control of 
bankruptcies and receiverships. 

5. By means of adjustments in 
the tax structure, income should 
be withdrawn from such quarters 
where it might be diverted to ex- 
cessive and ill-directed saving and 
speculation. Such a withdrawal 
usually guarantees the return of 
unhealthy income to the channels 
of purchasing power. 
6. Farm income should de sta- 


tion in order to maintain far 
purchasing power and an equita- 
ble price range on farm products 
purchased by ,non-agricultura: 
consumers. | 

7. The stabilization of credit 
demands much closer supervision 
by the Government over the ex- 
tension of both consumer and in- 
dustrial credit. 

View of Public Debt. 

“If the public debt represents an 
investment in socially useful pro- 
jects and a real contribution to 
an expanding economy, a consider- 
able increase is unimportant,” said 


Lewis in defending his argument 
for planned. governmental spend- 
ing. Public investment simply takes 
over the role of private investment 
when the latter no longer creates 
industrial activity, he added. 
“In order that government in- 
vestment should be most effective 
it needs to be placed in. special 
kinds of projects. For example, 
works projects such as those of the 
WPA and the PWA, unemployment 
compensation benefits, old age as- 
sistance, public housing and health 
benefits,” Lewis explained. “These | 
expenditures move directly into 
the stream of purchasing power. 
“Labor must have a strong voice 
in the Government and in the 
agencies of Government which ad- 
minister a sound economic program 
to guarantee that such a pro- 
gram shall not stagnate or be per- 
verted.” 


That the CIO is already vitally 
interested in such activities as the 
WPA was indicated by an earlier 
section of the report. In it Lewis 
pointed out that the CIO was one 
of the first to warn of the advent 
of the recession. Instead of 
abandoning its members as they 
lost their jobs, its national head- 
quarters set up machinery de- 
signed to give uniform service to 
these unemployed.

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Part of City Said to Be in 
Flames as Troops Dyna- 
mite Buildings — Popu- 
lation Fleeing. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 14.—Foreign 
reports reaching Shanghai today 
said part of Changsha, Hunan 
Province capital, was in flames as 
Chinese troops dynamited buildings 
preparatory to withdrawal before 
the Japanese. The exodus of the 
population from the city was in- 


creasing. 

The Japanese continued south- 
ward following the occupation of 
Yochow, 80 miles away. They said 
they thought Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek had left the Changsha 
area and established headquarters 
in Western Hunan Province to re- 
organize his defenses. Their belief 
was that he was withdrawing the 
“major portion of his remaining 
forces” to that area, leaving only 
a rear guard to defend the Hunan 
capital, 200 miles southwest of Han- 
kow. 

Japanese reported their forces 
pushing southward toward Chang- 
sha to be advancing with little op- 
position along the Canton-Hankow 
Railroad and a highway to the 
east. They said they expected the 
Chinese to make a defense stand at 
Signgyin, midway between Yochow 
and Changsha. 

All foreigners in Changsha were 
said to be safe. With the exception 
of a few missionaries, they were 
all gathered at the Standard Oil 
installation and the Yale-in-China 
property, two miles down the Siang 
River. : 

Japanese naval authorities said 
the Yangtze fleet had pierced the 
Linsiang boom, 20 miles down the 
Yangtze from Yochow, and reached 
that city with additional troops. 

Japanese said examinations of 
damage inflicted by the Chinese on 
the Wuhan cities—Hankow, Han- 
yang and Wuchang—disclosed that 
75 per cent of the Japanese prop- 
erty there had been destroyed.

Part of City Said to Be in 
Flames as Troops Dyna- 
mite Buildings — Popu- 
lation Fleeing. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 14.— Foreign 
reports reaching Shanghai today 
said part of Changsha, Hunan 
Province capital, was in flames as 
Chinese troops dynamited buildings 
preparatory to withdrawal before 
the Japanese. The exodus of the 
population from the city was in- 
creasing. 

The Japanese continued south- 
ward following the occupation of 
Yochow, 80 miles away. They said 
they thought Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek had left the Changsha 
area and established headquarters 
in Western Hunan Province to re- 
organize his defenses. Their belief 
was that he was withdrawing the 
“major portion of his remaining 
forces” to that area, leaving only 
a rear guard to defend the Hunan 
capital, 200 miles southwest of Han- 
kow. 

Japanese reported their forces 
pushing southward toward Chang- 
sha to be advancing with little op- 
position along the Canton-Hankow 
Railroad and a highway to the 
east. They said they expected the 
Chinese to make a defense stand at 
Signgyin, midway between Yochow 
and Changsha. 

All foreigners in Changsha were 
said to be safe. With the exception 
of a few missionaries, they were 
all gathered at the Standard Oil 
installation and the Yale-in-China 
property, two miles down the Siang 
River. 

Japanese naval authorities said 
the Yangtze fleet had pierced the 
Linsiang boom, 20 miles down the 
Yangtze from Yochow, and reached 
that city with additional troops. 

Japanese said examinations of 
damage inflicted by the Chinese on 
the Wuhan cities—Hankow, Han- 
yang and Wuchang—disclosed that 
75 per cent of the Japanese prop- 
erty there had been destroyed.

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Neutron Treatment of Dr 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 14—The 


National Cancer Advisory Council | 


announced today neutron rays have 
been found in certain instances to 
be more effective than X-rays in 


treating cancer. 

Dr. Ludvig Haktoen, council sec- 
retary, said Dr. E. O. Lawrence of 
the University of California and 
his brother, Dr. Juhn Lawrence 
of Columbia University, New York, 
have used atomic particles of neu- 


tron rays for the first time on can- |. 


cerous growths in human beings. 

“These rays are capable under 
certain conditions of killing the 
fiercely active cancer cells,” his an- 
nouncement said. 

This news was classed by medi- 
cal men and other scientists as im- 
portant as the first announcement 
of the use of X-rays on cancer pa- 
tients a quarter of a century ago. 

How Neutron Ray Works. 


Neutron rays, which are neutral 


in their electrical charge, are gen- 
erated by firing deuterons (heavy 
particles of hydrogen atoms) at a 
target of the element beryllium. 
Deuterons hit the target with 2 
900,000 volts of energy and drive 
neutrons out the other side with 
almost the same energy. The neu- 
trons are then focused on a can- 
cer growth. They ionize the atoms 
of cancer cells, driving off particles 
of those atoms to change their 
structure. : 

The Lawrence brothers, who re- 
ceived $30,000 from the council for 
their cancer research, said they 


had treated two cancer patients. 


They added, however, that the 

neutron ray treatment was still 

too new to be widely used and 

that many more experiments would 

be needed to prove its value. 
Tested on Labo 


Animals. 
Dr. E. O. Lawrence reported to 


the American Association for. the 
Advancement of Science two years 
ago that he had found the neu- 
tron rays 10 times more effective 
than X-rays in the treatment cf 
cancer in rats and mice. Since 
then he experimented with hun- 
dreds of other laboratory unimals 
before trying the treatment on bu- 
man beings. 

He invented the 85-ton aachine, 
known as a cyclotron, which gen- 
erates the neutron rays. 

It generates .part 
at the center of two huge 
nets. The current between e 
two magnets vibrates hundreds of 
times a second back and forth to 
whirl the particles around in a 
push-and-pull merry-go-round until 
they reach a maximum velocity at 
the edge of one of the magnets. 
Then they are directed toward the 
beryllium target and the neutrons 
fly off toward the cancer growth. 
About 20 cyclotrons are in opera- 
tion in laboratories throughout the 
country.

The Automobile Show opened its 
annual seven-day run at the Arena 
yesterday, its thirty-second appear- 
ance in St. Louis. A first-day crowd 


of 16,155 turned out for the event 
an increase of almost 3500 over 
last year’s opening attendance. 
Twenty makes of : er cars 
are on display in the East Exhibition 
Hall, and although somewhat radi- 
cal departures are noted in front 
end designs, most of the style 
changes have been made with an 
eye chiefly to comfort. Bodies are 
wider and a little longer, seat cush- 
ions are deeper and softer, there is 
considerably more leg room, and a 
new supplementary coil spring is 
supposed to reduce bumps to a 
minor nuisance. . 
Even truck drivers have not been 
forgotten by the designers, for the 
cabs of commercial vehicles shown 
in the main building are distinctly 
more luxurious, with seats modeled 
along less severe lines, glittering 
dashboards, speedometers that 
register up to 80 miles an hour, 
and in one notable case. a dual 
horn that brays brassily for coun- 
try roads and only squeaks in the 
city. Exhibited with the trucks are 
motorboats, tractors, funeral cars, 
and for the first time, two air- 
planes. In the corridors are out- 
board motors, refrigerators, radios, 
stokers and all sorts of automotive 
accessories.

for a guided French economy with 
Government direction of business 
and industry. 

However, a communique from the 
Premier’s office announced that no 
more decrees would be promulgat- 
ed and any further reforms found 
necessary would be submitted to 
Parliament for enactment. No date 
has been fixed for the return of 
Parliament. 

Aims to Avoid Split. 

Financial sources expressed be- 
lief that the expected second series 
of decrees was dropped to avoid 
another split in the Cabinet such 
as that which occurred earlier, 
causing Reynaud to replace Paul 
Marchandeau as Finance Minister. 

The Government also was under- 
stood to be seeking to avoid arous- 
ing any further animosity from 
left-wing Socialists and Commu- 
nists already protesting against the 
economic decrees as favoring capi- 
tal at labor’s expense. 

The General Confederation of La- 
bor, now holding a convention at 
Nantes, is expected to express sim- 
ilar opposition. 

The official newspapers of both 
Socialist and Communist parties— 
which together hold 228 seats of 
the 618 in the Chamber of Deputies 
—called for a fight to the finish 
against the Daladier Government 
and asserted the confederation, 
with 5,000,000 members, would join 
them. 

Both the Socialist Le Populaire, 
edited by former Premier Leon 
Blum, and the unist L’Hu- 
manite declared the Leftist parties 
would seek immediate convocation 
of Parliament where they would 
try to overthrow Daladier. 

Decrees Announced. 

Reynaud’s program, embodied in

“Many years ago Justice Bran- 
deis brought to the bench the fin- 
est attributes of an advocate whose 
mind was geared to social change,” 
Roosevelt said in a letter to Dr. 
Raymond A. Kent, president of the 
University of Louisville. Dr. Kent 
read it on a radio program com- 
memorating the Justice's eikhty- 
second birthday. 

“As a Judge of our highest 
court,” the President’s letter con- 
tinued, “he has pushed aside the 
curtain of legal verbiage and 
breathed into our jurisprudence a 
broad humanism.”

Murphy shrugged aside questions 
about reports, arising since his own 
defeat for re-election, that he 
might be appointed to the Supreme 
Court or become High Commission- 
er to the Philippines. 

“I expect to be a private citizen 
when my term expires, but a pri- 
vate citizen who will continue to be 
interested in good government and 
progressive government,” he said.

As foretold some weeks ago in an exclusive 
Post-Dispatch interview with the President of Mex- 
ico, a settlement has been reached between that na- 
tion and our State Department with regard to ex- 
propriated agricultural lands. Next May an initial 
payment of $1,000,000 will be made, and additional 
annual payments of not less than $1,000,000 are sched- 
uled until all adjusted claims are paid.

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Court Ruling Invites 6-Cent Sales Tax 


Missouri appellate court holds man entitled to old-age pension although wife gets $50 
a month from’ son-in-law; this violates intent of Legislature and Federal act to help 
only needy persons, students of decision say; if upheld by Supreme Court, policy 
would add an estimated 123,000 names to rolls and compel tripling of sales levy. .

HE Springfield Court of Appeals in its 

October term held that income from a 

relative need not be considered in deter- 
mining eligibility for old-age assistance. The 
decision, if it stands, will make it impossible 
for the State Social Security Commission to 
exclude from assistance aged persons who 
have relatives able to support them. 

The Kansas City Times estimates that 
such an interpretation might raise the num- 
ber of recipients in Missouri (which already 
has more recipients. in proportion to the 
population than most states) from 73,000 to 
200,000. To meet this serious situation, the 
State Social Security Commission has asked 
the Attorney-General’s assistance in bring- 
ing an appealed case before the State Su- 
preme Court. 

Houston C. Price of Neosho applied in 
Newton County for old-age assistance, which 
was denied. His wife receives $50 per month 
from a son-in-law and earns approximately 
$5 per month sewing. Mr. Price, on Nov. 5, 
1937, filed with the State Social Security 


Commission a request for a hearing. The 


application was denied, the ground being

Mr. Price, through his attorney, Justin 
Ruark of Neosho, presented his case to the 
Circuit Court of Newton County, where 
Judge Emory E. Smith rendered a decision 
in his favor, which stated: 

“The fact that someone has been chari- 
table enough to provide the means to pre- 
vent this applicant from. being an inmate 
of a public institution does not change the 
intent of the Legislature in this act, or pre- 
vent him from being entitled to the benefits 
of this act. It is the opinion of this court 
that under the provisions of this act, the 
children or any other relative are not re- 
quired to provide means of support, or that 
if they do so, by reason of their relationship, 
it does not prevent those who are qualified 
from being éntitled to the benefits,” 

It is agreed that the only point of con- 
troversy was over a sub-section of the So- 
cial S y Act which states that old-age 
om shall be granted to any person 
who “is incapacitated from earning a liveli- 
hood apd has not sufficient income or other 
resources to provide a reasonable sub- 
sistence compatible with decency and health 
and is, therefore, without adequate means 
of support,”

of receiving benefits. An inmate of such an 
institution may, however, make application 
for such benefits, which, if granted, shall 
not begin until he ceases to be an inmate.” 
If aid from an individual is comparable 
to aid from a public institution, as the court 
implies, it seems logical to draw the same 
conclusion that a person receiving aid from 


an individual may make application for bene- 


fits byt that benefits cannot begin until 
after the aid from the individual ceases. 
The Federal Social Security Act, with 
which all state acts must comply if Federal 
funds are to be received, states that funds 
are made available to states for the purpose 
of enabling each state to furnish financial 
assistance to aged NEEDY individuals.“ It 
is thus evident that in order to qualify for 
Federal funds, assistance must be given 
on the basis of the need of the individual 
applicant, and if the Springfield decision 
continues to be upheld, Missouri might be- 


come ineligible to receive Federal funds. 


Until the Supreme Court makes a final 
decision on the interpretation of the present 
Missouri law, the commission apparently ex- 
pects to abide by its previous policy of con- 
sidering as resources any income received 


vwhere relatives or others are willing and 
| able to provide support. 


Out of approximately 7500 persons re- 
moved from the rolls, it has been estimated 
that approximately 3400 were removed be- 
cause relatives were willing and able to care 
for them, Should the decision of the Court of 


Appeals be affirmed by the State Supreme.

HE theory of economic determinism, ac 

cording to which the factors of produc 
tion and distribution are the ruling forces 
in social change, has been submitted to a 
sweeping re-examination as a result of the 
rise of the dictators. For Italy and Ger- 
many’s resurgence has been brought about 
not so much by economic forces as by the 
electrifying power of propaganda. This is 
the development, apparently, which prompt- 
ed the English philosopher, Bertrand Rus- 
sell, to write his new book, “Power” (W. W. 
Norton & Co., New York), a comprehensive 
effort to state the laws of social dynamics. 

The author believes that power in relae 
tion to human affairs must, like physical en- 
ergy, be regarded as continually passing 
from one form to another. 

Political organizations which have a long 
career of power, he finds, 
through three phases: first, that of fanat- 
ical but not traditional belief, leading to a 
seizure of authority or to conquest; then, 
that of general acquiescence in the new 
power, which rapidly becomes traditional; 
and, finally, that in which power, being 
used against those who reject its tenets, 
tends to become absolute and thus to pave 


the way for its own overthrow. 
* * * 


Because of this long historic perspective 
and the absence of anything savoring of 
dogmatism, the volume will prove disap- 
pointing to those who are looking for facile 
formulas to insure political and economic 
stability. Mr. Russell’s avoidance of the 
cocksure is traceable, perhaps, to the fact 
that he once had a formula—Communism— 
but was forced to abandon it. Still evident 
is the bitter disappointment which he ex- 
perienced when he went, with high hopes, to 
Russia nearly 20 years ago, only to find that 
the Soviet leaders could not, or would not, 
establish political democracy. 

The Marxian theory that capitalism tends 
to generate a class war which will finally 
dominate all other forms of conflict, ul 
timately transferring economic power to the 
community, is now found to have “important 
limitations.” Landowners and capitalists 
are helpless without labor, and labor can 
use this fact to secure a share in the eco 
nomic power: Moreover, prudent capitalists, 
for fear of just such consequences as Marx 


foresaw, may make such concessions to the | : 


workers as are necessary to prevent revo 
lution.

You must bear in mind 
that North first would have re- 
sponded with a major rather than 
a minor suit if he had wanted to 
encourage you. Moreover, with a 
fair hand he would have passed to 
the double of one no trump.

West opened the club king and 
continued with the queen and the 
four spot.

Declarer now 
crossed to dummy with a heart and 
led a trump toward his own hand, 
East went up with the ace and laid 
down the diamond ace.
